cal investigation by experts, that the 
canned beci was wholesome and nutri­ 
tious.

The Revo­ 
lutionary period will be concluded by a 
large float 
representing Washington 
crossing tin* Delaware. 
The second war with (treat Britain 
will he illustrated, first, by General 
Andrew Jackson and staff, mounted, 
followed I v appropriate soldiers and 
sailors of the period, and, lastly, by a 
float hearing an animate copy of the 
great painting, “ The Battle of Lake 
Erie,” which hangs in the capitol. 
General 
Zachary Taylor 
and 
staff, 
mounted, soldiers, sailors and a mag 
nificent tableau float, depicting Taylor 
refusing Santa Anna s demand for su r­ 
render, will represent the Mexican war 
epoch. 
Interspersed with actual war 
heroes will 
follow three magnificent 
floats, picturing the principal events iii 
the last war chapter of our history. 
At the conclusion of the historical 
pageant patriotic addresses upon non­ 
partisan topics, suggested by the war, 
will be delivered by the most distin­ 
guished orators who can be iii W ash­ 
ington at that time. 
Among those to 
be invited 
are Colonel W illiam J. 
Bryan, Senator Depew, General Joe 
Wheeler and Henry Cabot Lodge. 
After the usual display of fireworks 
and band concerts, the great three days’ 
festival will be concluded by what will 
be known aa the jubilee revelries, at 
Convention hall, one of the largest sin­ 
gle floor spaces in the world. 
No one 
unmasked and not dressed in fancy or 
grotesque costume will be allowed upon 
the floor. 
The king of the jubilee, pre­ 
viously chosen, will appear now for the 
first time, monnted upon a lofty throne 
and surrounded by a court of gorgeous­ 
ly clad nobles. 
After the guests have 
been presented to his majesty, he will 
descend and mix with the common 
herd, the floor being cleared for a great 
masked ball. 
The king of the jubilee 
and many of 
the 
principal 
char­ 
acters in the historical pageant are to 
be either distinguished men or those 
who have purchased the privileges by 
generous contributions to the jubilee 
fund. 
Floor privileges for the great 
ball will be sold at a high figure, while 
spectators alone will probably have to 
pay as much as $5 for admittance. Tin* 
jubilee committee expects to expend at 
least $50,000 for tho success of the fes­ 
tival, while the great civic organiza­ 
tions and other outside participants 
will probably do the same.-—Special to 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.

For two h ours th e battle raged, h ouse 
after h ouse being captured by th e troops 
going up t(. th em an d firing at th e de­ 
fenders th rough th e wundows or break­ 
in g in th e d(K>rs. Some of th e Filipin os 
fough t till killed, wh ile oth ers th rew’ 
dcwn th eir gun s wh en cornered and 
begged for th eir lives. 
Th e h ardest iKjsition to carry was th e 
stone wall, h ut at last one compan y of 
th e Oregons formed a jKisition from 
wh ich it could get a plun gin g fire in to 
th e inclosure, an d th en th e n atives 
swarm ed out of it like rata, wh ile th e 
oth er compan y potted th em as th ey ran , 
killin g 32 of th em an d w oun din g man y 
oth ers. Th e atone barricades were th en 
carried w ith a rush , th e Filipin os r u n ­ 
n in g across th e bridge in to a clum p of 
timber, wh ere th ey were caugh t be­ 
tween th e Gregons an d M on tan as an d 
slaugh tered. 
Some of th em succeeded 
in gettin g aw ay th rough th e brush and 
slough s h ack to Malalnm, w ith th e tale 
of th eir defeat. As a result of th is con 
flict 113 .lead bodies were buried, wh ile 
about 200 prisoners were sen t to th e 
rear, m an y of th em w’ounded.

F i l i p i n o s That American* 
Wear Charm* to Protect Them. 


The Nt*w York Post’s correspondent 
t t Manila, w riting under date of Feb 
*5 about the outbreak in the city, says 
The threatened uprising in Manila 
fcaa occurred, and it has proved most 
disastrous to the Filipinos, both in the 
great destruction of the property of th** 
native sym pathizers w ith the insur- 
gents and in the loss of life among the 
ignorant and foolhardy men who ar* 
responsible. 
Possibly a m illion dollars 
worth of property w ent up in flames 
and smoke, and from 200 to 300 of the 
savages were killed, both estim ates be 
ins uncertain for lack of any means of 
procuring accurate statistics. 
Some 20 
blocks of two and three story wooden 
houses, many of them containing stock* 
cf gpods or small factories, were burned 
jDd a wide area of nipa huts, contain­ 
ing a thousand or more of these bam ­ 
boo and palm residences of the natives 
With the exception of the Chinese, 
who lost quite heavily in merchandise 
Mnd something in buildings, the loss 
and the personal distress fall almost en­ 
tirely upon the mestizos and full blood 
Filipinos, who are either actual partici­ 
pants in the insurrection or support it 
with sympathy, advice and financial 
contributions. 
Few 
Europeans have 
anffered, and Am ericans not at all, save 
the two men killed and half dozen 
wounded in the fighting th at suppressed 
the uprising and practically external - 
mated those who participated in it. 
Ever since the attack upon the city 
on the night of Feb. 5 the Am ericans 
have received daily warnings that there 
would be an uprising in the night, 
when, amid fires that would blaze out 
in all quarters of the city, thousands of 
armed Filipinos would rush into the 
streets and exterm inate the Americans. 
Indeed this w arning dates back several 
months. The provost guard, consisting 
of the Oregon, M innesota and Twenty- 
third regular regim ents, 
under the 
command of General Hughes, has been 
constantly under arms, patrolling the 
streets night and day, searching houses 
for Mapons, arresting suspicious char­ 
acters and keeping the people in con­ 
tinuous and necessary fear. 
Their re­ 
serves have been frequently called out 
in the-middle of the night and stationed 
at points of vantage in the worst dis­ 
tricts till morning. 
All this activity 
and show of preparation and strength, 
with the promptness w ith which re­ 
volver and rifle have been used w ith 
deadly result, have had a wonderfully 
subduing effect, and when the organ 
lzed outbreak occurred the natives gen­ 
erally were afraid to participate in it, 
and we had to deal only w ith a small 
number besides the few hundreds who 
came into town secretly and began the 
trouble, very few of whom were lucky 
enough to get back again to their friends 
in the woods. 
Three fires were set on W ednesday 
night, Feb. 22. 
The Tondo district is 
composed almost entirely of nipa huts. 
the native house of bamboo poles, 
thatched w ith nipa palm, and the tire 
there spread w ith great rapidity. 
In 
about an hour an area half a mile 
square was burned over. 
No special 
effort was made to extinguish the 
flames so long as they were confined to 
that district, the Am ericans being w ill­ 
ing that 
the 
insurrectionists should 
hum themselves and their friends out 
cf house and home if they enjoyed it. 
7 herefore the patrols busied themselves 
henting the men who shot at them trom 
behind burning huts, from the w in­ 
dows and roofs of houses and from the 
fancied security of stone walls. 
This 
was a business in which the American 
soldier excels and in which the Filipino 
is a novice. 
The result was never in 
doubt from the first.

others. The stone barricades were then 
carried with a rush, the Filipinos ru n ­ 
ning across the bridge into a clump of 
timber, where they were caught be­ 
tween the Oregons and Montanas and 
slaughtered. 
Some of them succeeded 
in getting away through the brush and 
sloughs back to Malabon, with the tale 
of their defeat. As a result of this con 
fliet. 113 dead bodies were buried, while 
about 200 prisoners were sent to the 
rear, many of them wounded. 
The 
American loss was Lieutenant French 
of the Montanas and one private of the 
Twenty-third killed and six men wound­ 
ed. 
Two companies of tire Twenty- 
third regulars, under Major Goodale. 
had come up just before the close of the 
fight, and did good work at the finish. 
As the men advanced they burned every 
house, and the advance was continued 
to Caloocan. every house being set on 
tire that had escaped at the time of the 
battle of Caloocan. 
It was dark when 
the troops returned to quarters atter 
one of the hardest fights of the cam

Kurtz, both ut New York, arrived in 
Cincinnati recently. Their visit has to 
do with the future of Cincinnati from 
a most 
important standpoint. 
Mr. 
Cauldwell is commissioner general of 
fine arts fur the Baris exposition 
thrt 
is, he is iii charge of the selection of 
pictures to send to Baris to th** e x p o s i ­ 
tion. 
Mr. Kurtz is his assistant. They 
ar** making a tour of the principal eitie* 
pf the country with a view of exchang­ 
ing ideas with artists and men int* r« -t- 
**<1 in art. in order that a collection may 
b** gut together that will be represent a 
tive of American art and teach ti* En 
rope a lesson as forcible as Dewey taught 
th** Spaniards in Manila bay; that the 
Americans are great iii anything th* y 
undertake. 
Mr. Cauldwell was tendered a dinner 
the other day at the Queen City club, 
and for scv* rail hours he discussed with 
men who have done their full share in 
creating an American .school of art th* 
question of what to send to Baria. 
Mr. 
Cauldwell was seen by a reporter and 
talked in a very interesting way of his 
plans for getting up such an exhibition 
as he desires to send to Paris. 
“I ani 
just starting to work, ” he said, “ and 
this trip is simply to learn what to do 
I expect to visit the cities which are 
known as art centers and talk with the 
men there in regard to this matter, sim 
ply looking over the ground. I wish to 
get a collection of pictures which will 
fairly represent American artists, and I 
believe that it will have a great deal of 
influence for good on American a rt.” 
The plan which has been partially 
formulated is to have two juries, one 
in the east, probably in New York, and 
another in the west, probably in Chica­ 
go, and all works for the collection to 
be sent to Paris will be sent to these 
two juries for approval. 
The idea is to 
select for these two juries the broadest 
and strongest men in American art 
Under the rules adopted only works ex­ 
ecuted within the last ten years will be 
accepted. 
This prevents the sending of 
several of the best pictures by Cincin­ 
nati artists. Frank Duveneck's famous 
portrait of Hill Adams was painted 
nearly 20 years ago, and while it had 
been generally agreed npon as a fit pic­ 
ture to send to Paris it cannot, under 
the governing rules, be sent. Some pic­ 
ture of F arny’s will, of course, be sent. 
as he is recognized as the creator of a 
distinct and unique phase of American 
art, but beyond that it is not known 
what Cincinnati artists will be repre­ 
sented.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

A Real Bottomlena Pit. 
Few indeed are they who have pene­ 
trated to the innermost recesses of W il­ 
lis’ cave—to the great rotunda where 
the icy water of the “ big spring” takes 
a leap into the midnight blackness of 
the “ bottomless p it.”

National Guard has caused a great deal 
of discussion among the military men 
of the state.

They are now waiting to see what the 
adjutant general’s next step will be. 
"The fact that the officers of the dis­ 
banded companies have not been dis* 
harged with their men puts an en­ 
tirely new aspect on the situation.

Adjutant General Kingsley to allow the 
officers of the disbanded companies to 
anti tine in their present positions with­ 
out a command.

I ar trivtly si rn pie "matter to organize the 
National Guard by instructing the old 
officers to recruit new companies in ac­ 
cordant* with the rules of the regular 
army 
lf the plan is adopted, and many 
officers think it will be, the new organ* 
zation will be mach more efficient than

For two days 
everyone you meet has at least a string 
of onions, and one walks the entire 
length of the market and weeps. 
A few days later come the dances 
Every saloon and hall is decorated, and 
the young peasants, girls and lads, come 
to town and make merry. Every “ wirt- 
schaft” is crowded with a pushing, 
jostling throng of plump and ruddy 
faced peasants, drinking, dancing and

W ashington Peace Jubilee to 


Honor Soldiers and Sailors. 


TOR REGENT VICTORIES

No festival yet held in W ashington, 
the n atio n ’n city of festivals, has ever 
been attem pted upon a scale approach­ 
in g in splendor or novelty th a t a r ­ 
ranged for the national peace jubilee, 
to occur in W ashington d u rin g thru* 
days and three nights of next month. 
Th** occasion will be the trib u te of th** 
en tire nation, not of a city, to the sol 
di or a and sailors who have won its re 
cent victories. T he national review held 
in W ashington a t the close of the civ il 
w a r, though 
u tterly different 
from 
w h a t is now Isling arranged for, is th** 
only event in history w ith which it can 
be compared. W ashington,always beau­ 
tiful, never looks so charming as in the 
month of May. T he ideal place and sea 
ion have t>een selected for Uncle Sam s 
great revelries. 
Tuesday, May 23, will be the first of 
three eventful days in the history of 
the national capital. Just as the rising 
■mn throws his first red spark against 
the great capitol dome the thousands 
sleeping in the city below will be star­ 
tled from their couches by the roar and 
thunder of 13 guns fired by a fleet of 
warships anchored in the Potomac. Be­ 
fore the echoes shall have lost them­ 
selves behind the horizon the chimes of 
old Metropolitan, the church of Grant 
and McKinley, will commence a loud 
outpouring of the nation’s sacred an­ 
thems of war and liberty. 
Long before 2 o’clock, the hour set 
for the military and naval parade, hun­ 
dreds of people will have gathered in 
the 
strip of avenue separating the 
W hite House from Lafayette square, 
which will have been converted into a 
court of honor, constructed atter designs 
purely original. 
As the great pageant, 
inarches through this space it will pass 
beneath three triumphal arches, each 
of which, it is proposed, will consist, of 
a stack of three colossal muskets, fib 
feet high, represented with bayonets 
fixed and belts thrown on. 
M idway in 
the space the president will review the 
procession from a stand which, unless 
present expectations fail, is to be a far 
sim ile of the prow of a vessel of war, 
extending from the fence of th e execu­ 
tiv e park ou tw ard to the curb of the 
wide pavem ent fronting it.

nights of the jubilee the great w ar dis­ 
plays of fireworks presented by P ain at 
M anhattan Beach and including “ The 
B attle of Manila B ay,” “ The B attle of 
San J u a n H ill” and “ The B attle Before 
S an tiag o .” A hundred thousand people 
will be able to view these in the nu nu- 
rneut grounds without Goat.

The New York P o st’s correspondent 
i5 Manila, w riting under date of Fob 
io about the outbreak in the city, says 
The threatened uprising in Manila 
baa occurred, and it has proved most 
disastrous to the Filipinos, both in the 
great destruction of the property of th e 
native sympathizers w ith 
the 
insur­ 


g en ts and in the loss of life among the 


ignorant and foolhardy men who ar* 


responsible. 
Possibly a million dollars 
worth of property went up in flames 
and smoke, and from 200 to 300 of the 
savages were killed, both estim ates be 
mg uncertain for lack of any means of 
procnring accurate statistics. 
Some 20 
Mocks of two and three story wooden 
bouses, many of them containing stocks 
of goods or small factories, were burned 
iud a wide area of nipa huts, contain­ 
ing a thousand or m ore of these bam­ 
boo and palm residences of the natives 
With th e exception of the Chinese, 
who lost quite heavily in merchandise 
and som ething in buildings, the loss 
and the personal distress fall almost en­ 
tirely upon the mestizos and full blood 
Filipinos, who are either actual partici 
pants in the insurrection or support it 
with sympathy, advice and financial 
contributions. 
Few 
Europeans 
have 
suffered, and A m ericans not at all, save 
the two men killed and half dozen 
wounded in the fighting th at suppressed 
the uprising and practically extermi 
mated those who participated in it. 
Ever since the attack npon the city 
on the night of Feb. 5 the Americans 
have received daily w arnings that there 
would be an uprising in the night, 
when, amid fires th at would blaze ont 
in all quarters of the city, thousands of 
armed Filipinos would rush into the 
streets and exterm inate the Americans. 
Indeed this warning dates hack several 
months. The provost guard, consisting 
of the Oregon, Minnesota and Twenty- 
third regular 
regim ents, 
under 
the 
command of General Hnghes, has been 
constantly under arm s, patrolling the 
streets night and day, searching houses 
for Mapous, .arresting suspicions ch ar­ 
acters and keeping the people in con­ 
tinuous and necessary fear. 
Their re­ 
serves have been frequently called out 
in the-middleof the night and stationed 
at points of vantage in the worst dis­ 
tricts till morning. 
All this activity 
and show of preparation and strength. 
with the promptness w ith which re­ 
volver and rifle have been used with 
deadly result, have had a wonderfully 
subduing effect, and when the organ­ 
ized outbreak occurred the natives gen 
erally were afraid to participate in it 
and we had to deal only with a small 
number besides the few hundreds who 
<ame into town secretly and began the 
trouble, very few of whom were lucky 
enough to get back again to their friends 
in the woods. 
Three fires were set on Wednesday 
night, Feb. 22. 
The Tondo district is 
composed almost entirely of nipa huts, 
the native house 
of 
bamboo 
poles, 
thatched with nipa palm, and the fire 
there spread with great rapidity. 
In 
about an boor an area half a milt 
square was burned over. 
No special 
effort was 
made 
to 
extinguish 
the 
flames so long as they were confined to 
that district, the Am ericans being will 
ing that 
the 
insurrectionists should 
hum themselves and their friends out 
of house and homo if they enjoyed it. 
I herefore the patrols busied themselves 
fighting the men who shot at them from 
behind burning lints, from the win­ 
dows and roofs of houses and from the 
fancied security of stone w’alls. 
This 
w is a business in which the American 
soldier excels and in which the Filipino 
a novice 
The result was never in 
doubt from the first. 
Good marksman 
"hip settled it. Doad men tumbled from 
roofs and window's and wounded men 
** ii behind buts aud walls, many of 
them to lie burned to cinders. All night 
long this guerrilla w arfare was m ain­ 
tained. 
Three 
English citizens were 
""unded, two of them seriously. 
it was about I o'clock that the really 
prions fire was started in a large mar 
k«t building near a canal running hoi til 
•r,,ui the river. 
From this point the*

Every refugee had a bun­ 
dle, basket or box, even children bear­ 
ing their burdens of clothing or food, 
all that was left for the fam ily to begin 
life with again. 
Across the Blanco 
bridge poured a steady stream of fugi­ 
tives, staggering 
under their heavy 
loads. 
IL Ipless babies wert* carried on 
their m other’s hips, children clung to 
their mothers’ dresses, and the aged 
and infirm were assisted by their friends 
or tottered along with canes. I saw two 
men with a pole across their shoulders, 
from which a heavy box was suspended 
on one side, balanced on the other by a 
basket containing a very old and feeble 
blind man. 
’ In the morning two companies of the 
Oregons and two of the Minnesotan, un­ 
der command of Major W illis of the 
Oregons, were sent out to deal with the 
insurgents who were between the lines, 
and two companies of the Montanas 
were sent back from Caloocan to take 
them in the rear. 
The fight began at 
the north edge of the burned district iii 
Tondo, the insurgents having construct­ 
ed stone breastworks across the two 
roads and also posted themselves with­ 
in a large stone wall inclosure and in 
numerous houses, each one of which 
bad a white flag flying, left when aban­ 
doned by their owners. The Americans 
advanced along either side of the roads, 
keeping off the latter because they w’erc 
swept by the fire from the barricades. 
For two hours the battle raged, bouse 
after house being captured by the troops 
going up to them and firing at the de­ 
fenders through the windows or break 
ing in the doors. Some of the Filipinos 
fought till killed, while others threw 
down their guns when cornered and 
begged for their lives. 
The hardest position to carry was the 
stone wall, but at last one company of 
the Oregons formed a jKisition from 
which it could get a plunging fire into 
the inclosure, and then the 
natives 
swarmed out of it like rats, while the 
other company potted them as they ran, 
killing 32 of them and wonnding many 
others. 
The stone barricades were then 
carried with a rush. the Filipinos run­ 
ning across the bridge into a clump of 
timber, where they were caught be­ 
tween the Oregons and Montanas and 
slaughtered. 
Some of them succeeded 
in getting away through the brush and 
sloughs back to Mal&bon, with the tale 
of their defeat. As a result of this con­ 
flict UH dead bodies were buried, while 
about 200 prisoners were sent to the 
rear, many of 
them wounded. 
'I he 
American loss was Lieutenant French 
of the Montanas and one private of the 
Tw enty-third killed and six men wound 
ed. 
Two companies of the Twenty- 
third regulars, under Major Goodale, 
had come up just before the close of the 
fight, and did good work at the finish. 
As the men advanced they burned every 
house, and the advance was continued 
to Caloocan. every house being set on 
fire that bad escaped at th© tim e of the 
battle of Caloocan. 
It was dark when 
the troops returned to quarters after 
one of the hardest fights of the cam 
paigu. 
Except in the destruction of property, 
belonging chiefly to their friends, and 
the great loss of life they suffered, the 
Filipinos made a dismal failure of this 
uprising, which they have threatened 
so long. They have proved that no out­ 
break of any magnitude is possible. As 
to the number of Americans they have 
killed, they are already becoming disil­ 
lusioned 
At first they were made to 
believe 
they 
were 
slaughtering 
the 
Am ericans by tile hundreds, but their 
friends in town have informed them on 
the subject, and some of th# converso 
tions had with these amigos show that 
they are impressed with the snpei-ti 
tions id* a that th* Americans w* ar a 
potent charm to protect them.

tion m u d be from the prince of dark 
ness.

The ©latter of insurance and pay­ 
ment for destroyed property is an im ­ 
portant question.

John B. Cauldwell and Charles M. 
Kurtz, both of New York, arrived in 
Cincinnati recently. 
Their visit has to 
do with the future of Cincinnati from 
a most 
important 
standpoint. 
Mr. 
Cauldwell is commissioner general of 
fine arts for the Paris exposition 
that 
is, he is in charge of the selection of 
pictures to send to P aris to the exposi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Kurtz is his assistant. They 
are inakinga tour of the principal cities 
cf the country with a view of exchang­ 
ing ideas with artists and men inter* st* 
ed in art, in order that a collection may 
be got together that will be representa­ 
tive of American art and teach to En 
rope a lesson as forcible as Dewey taught 
the Spaniards in M anila bay; that the 
Americans ar** great in anything th* y 
undertake. 
Mr. Cauldwell was tendered a dinner 
the other day at the Queen City club, 
and for several hours he discussed with 
men who have done their full share in 
creating an American school of art th* 
question of what to send to Paris. 
Mr. 
Cauldwell was seen by a reporter and 
talked in a very interesting way of his 
plans for getting up such an exhibition 
as he desires to send to Paris. 
“ I am 
jnst starting to work, ” he said, “ and 
this trip is simply to learn what to do 
I expect to visit the cities which are 
known as art centers and talk with the 
men there in regard to this m atter, aim 
ply looking over the ground. 
I wish to 
get a collection of pictures which will 
fairly represent American artists, and I 
believe that it will have a great deal of 
influence for good on Am erican art. ” 
The plan which has teen partially 
formulated is to have two juries, one 
in the east, probably in New York, and 
another in the west, probably in Chica­ 
go, and all works for the collection to 
he sent to Paris will be sent to tin s© 
two juries for approval. 
The idea is to 
select for these two juries the broadest 
and strongest men in American art 
Under the rules adopted only works ex­ 
ecuted within the last ten years will be 
accepted. 
This prevents the sending of 
several of the best pictures by Cincin­ 
nati artists. Frank D uveoeck’a famous 
portrait of Bill Adams 
was painted 
nearly 20 years ago, and while it hail 
been generally agreed npon as a fit pic­ 
ture to send to Paris it cannot, under 
the governing rules, be sent. Some pic­ 
ture of F arn y ’s will, of course, be sent. 
as he is recognized as the creator of a 
distinct and unique phase of American 
art, but beyond that it is not known 
what Cincinnati artists will be repre­ 
sented.— Cincinnati Enquirer.
